This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated June 23, 201 1, 
in which you requested the administrative tracking file for FOIA request TSA 10-0624 and any e- 
mails concerning the request. Your request has been processed under the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. 

A reasonable search within the Transportation Security Administration (TSA) was conducted and 
documents (116 pages) responsive to your request were located. These documents have been 
reviewed and portions are being withheld pursuant to Exemptions (b)(5) and (b)(6). In addition, 
three pages are being withheld in their entirety pursuant to Exemptions (b)(5) and (b)(6). A more 
complete explanation of these exemptions is provided below. 



Exemption (b)(5) protects from disclosure those inter- or intra-agency documents that are 
normally privileged in the civil discovery context. The three most frequently invoked privileges 
are the deliberative process privilege, the attorney work-product privilege, and the attorney-client 
privilege. Of those, we have determined that information in the documents you have requested is 
appropriately withheld under the deliberative process privilege. Under the deliberative process 
privilege, disclosure of those records would injure the quality of future agency decisions by 
discouraging the open and frank policy discussions between subordinates and superior?. 



Exemption (b)(6) permits the government to withhold all identifying information that applies to a 
particular individual when the disclosure of such information "would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy." This requires the balancing of the public's right to 
disclosure against the individual's right to privacy. After performing this analysis, we have 
determined that the privacy interest in the identities of the individuals in the records you have 
requested outweigh any minimal public interest in disclosure of the information. Please note that
